ploited in this manner. These I 
schools are established p r im a r- ! 
ily for the education of future 
nurses 
To provide this education r e - ! 
quires many available facilities 
and resources. For this reason 
schools are usually located near 
large health centers. 
In addition, it Is 
necessary 
that there be a sufficient num ­ 


ber 
of 
qualified 
instructors, 
which even most large schools 
have 
difficulty 
obtaining. 
It 
would be most difficult for Ber­ 
ger Hospital, 
which 
has 
had 
much difficulty in obtaining a 
m inimum 
num ber 
of 
staff 
nurses, to do so. 
To provide adequate education 
for students, it is also necessary 
that they have many varied clin­ 
ical exjieriences, not repeated
